The Aura of the Human Form.

“Every human being is surrounded by a 
force, a vibration, peculiar to that indivi- 
dual alone, that is a luminous mist, called 
the aura.” 


We now pass on from the health aura 
to that of animal-desire. This is controll- 
ed by the planet Mars and the Moon, in 
the same manner as the health aura is 
ruled by the Sun; this aura is very change- 
able in its color and vibration. "With the 
majority of individuals, who are living on 
the lower planes of life, this aura is light 
colored, scarlet and red predominating. 


The natural aura surrounding the physi- 
cal frame is rather complex in form, color 
and vibration, and to one who is clear 
sighted it may be seen as a luminous cloud 
extending to varied distances from the 
physical body, from two inches to two and 
three feet. It is generally oval in form 
and in ancient writings is referred to as 
the'auric egg. In thé majority -of -cases 
it has no well-defined outline but the 
outer edges gradually fade into invisible 
vibrations. 


A close study will show that it possesses 
several distinct component parts, which are 
really matter in different states of vibra- 
tion, and that each of them appears to be 
distinct from the other, in fact, a separate 
aura, and it would seem, that if the others 
were withdrawn, to occupy the entire space 
of the entire aura itself.

The Outlook For November, 19/0.

The New Moon of November occurs on 
the 1st, at 7:56 p. ms and the Full Moon on 
the 16th, at 6:25 p m., Chicago Standard 
time, or one hour earlier for Washington, 
D. C., time.

Calcarea Sulphate. 

This can be obtained by precipitating a 
‘solution of calcium chloride with dilute 
sulphuric acid. After evaporation the 
powder should be triturated with sugar of 
milk to 3d, X. potency before taken inter- 
nally as coarser preparations can not be 
taken up by mucus membrane absorbents 
and carried into the circulatory system. 

Sulphate of ‘lime is found in all vege- 
tables, fruits and grains in very fine par- 
ticles and can therefore Ве” used in blood 
and tissue. Its chief office is to clean out 
any decaying or vitiated organic matter 
(called heteroplasm by Virchow) in the 
‘glands or interstices of tissue; to cause the 
infiltrated parts to discharge their contents 
readily, “and: eliminate .disintegrating or- 
‘ganic matter so that it may not, by slow 
decay and fermentation, break down cells 
-of healthy tissue. The union of lime sul- 
phate with oil, albumen, fibrine, forms epi- 
thelial cells, that means the cellular struc- 
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ture or tissue near the surface of the body. 

Epithelia means upon, over or covering. 
A deficiency of the Scorpio salt causes a 
breakdown of epithelial tissue and forms 
the exudation called pus, which must be 
thrown out through a natural or artificial 
outlet. 

Тһе third stage of all colds, catarrh, lung 
troubles, boils, carbuncles, ulcers or ab- 
scesses shows a lack of proper balance of 
this lime salt. 

Silica hastens the process of suppuratión 
іп a natural manner, while -calcium sul- 
phate closes up the process by building 
healthy tissue after the discharge of dead 
matter. 

Albuminous, oily, fibrinous or watery ex- 
udations indicate deficiencies in other cell- 
salts. 

Calcarea Sulphate corresponds with the 
zodiacal sign Scorpio. Persons born be- 
tween dates October 23rd and November 
22nd possess a high magnetic vibration 
caused by influence of Sun on the blood at 
that particular angle.

The Story of a Big Tree. 


A member of the faculty of Leland Stan- 
ford university, in California, who is an au- 
thority on systematic botany, has gathered 
some interesting data concerning the life 
history of a big tree there, belonging to the 
“sequoia gigantez" family, a kind of tree 
found nowhere but in the Pacific states. 
The tree in question,.according to the au- 
thority mentioned, was 15 feet in diameter 
five feet from the ground-and was 270 feet 
high, and its age was placed at 2,171 years. 

When felled this tree showed an enorm- 
ous surface burn on one side 30 feet in 
height and occupying some 18 feet of the 
circumference. This was ascertained to 
have been due to a fire that occurred in the 
year A. D. 1797. When, cut the tree had 
already occupied itself for something over 
100 years in its efforts to repair this injury, 
its method being the ingrowing of the new 
tissue from each margin of the great black 
wound. When the tree was cut the rec- 
ords of three other fires were revealed, 
branded in the same odd manner. 

Briefly summarized, the history of this 
tree is about as follow: It began its exist- 
ence during the second century before the 
Christian era. During the first year of our 
era it was about four feet in. diameter.about 
the base. When a little over 500 years old, 


about the year A. D. 245, there occurred a, 


burning on its trunk three feet wide. One 


· covering this wound with new, tissue. 
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hundred and five years were consumed in 
For 
something like 1,196 years no further inju- 
ries were registered. 

When, in A. D. 1441, the tree had attain- 
cd the age of 1,712 years, there came a sec- 
ond big burn—in two long grooves, one 
ánd two feet wide, respectively. Each/ had 
its own system-of repair. ` ; 

Then came 139 years of growth, includ- 
ing the time consumed by covering the 
wounds 

During the year 1580, when the tree was 
1,851 years old, there occurred still another 
fire, this time resulting-in a burn on the 
trunk two feet in width.. Fifty-six years 
were required to cover this with: new tis- 
sue. Two hundred and seventeen years of 
growth followed this burn. 

The tree was 2,068 years old, when, in 


“1797, it was the victim of a tremendous fire, 


resulting in the great 18-foot-wide scar. 
One hundred and three years, between 1797 
and 1900, enabled the tree to reduce the 
exposed area of the burn to about 14 feet 
in width. 

In each of the three older burns there 
was a thin cavity occupied by the charcoal 
of burned surface, but the wounds were fin- 
ally fully covered, and the new tissue above 
was full, even, continuous, and showed no 
signs of distortion or of the old wound.— 
Harper's Weekly. 


"Raw" Foods. 


EUGENE CHRISTIAN. 


Foods that have ripened and been 
brought to a state of maturity by nature 
cannot consistently be called “raw.” The 
origin of this word was the effort to des- 
cribe something that was unfinished, crude 
and rough, or in some way objectionable. 

Think of applying this ugly word to a` 
luscious bunch of purple grapes swinging 
to and fro in bowers of green; or to a hick- 
ory-nut that has ripened in the.top of a 
mountain tree, and whose life-#iting“ prop- 
erties have been filtered through a hundred 
feet-of clean, white wood. Or to a delicious 
apple, or. peach, reddened, ripened and fin- 
ished; born from the fragrant blossom and 
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nursed and nurtured to maturity by the soft 
beams of the life-giving sun. 

These things are finished, ready for use; 
they are perfect, they are not raw, they are 
done; and when they are changed by fire 
they are undone. In the true sense of the 
word, cooking that which nature has ripen- 
ed really renders it raw—hopelessly raw. 


An uncooked beefsteak could, with much , 


consistency, be called raw. It looks raw 
and tastes raw. In the sense that the 
shoulder of a horse from which the skin 
has. been worn by a rough collar is raw, 
50,15 an uncooked beefsteak raw. We сап- 
not accept the sweeping statement that all 
things are raw that are not cooked, though 


a thousand dictionaries were to say so. Тһе, 


word raw cannot be made to truthfully des- 
cribe fruits, nuts, plants and grains in a 
perfect state of maturity. These were 
evolved by perfect laws or created by some 
supreme intelligence. They were sown with 
prodigal hand over the face of the earth; 
here they have blossomed and matured; 
they have been finished by nature, and no 
care-worn and misguided housewife can, 
with a blackened skillet filled with hot hog 
fat, possibly improve them. 


Ten Tons of Seed for Re-stocking 
National Forests. 


Washington, D. C., July 29.—The U. S. 
Department of Agriculture is using this 
year on the National Forests over ten tons 
of tree seed. Most of this seed has already 
been planted or sown. The seed will be 
utilized later in the season, as favorable 
conditions are presented. 

It takes a great many tree seeds to make 
ten tons. Jack pine, the most important 
tree for planting in the Nebraska sand hills 
by the Forest Service, will average some- 
thing like 125,000 to the pound. Of western 
yellow pine, the tree most extensively plant- 
ed throughout the National Forests as a 
whole, 10,000 seed will make a pound. Alto- 
gether the ten tons of seed to be used this 
year represent perhaps 800 million single 
seeds. 

If every deed сош be depended on to pro- 
duce a young tree suitable for planting, the 
result would bé a supply of nursery stock 
sufficient to plant three hundred thousand 
acres of land, but no such result can be 


looked for, because many seeds do not ger- 
minate. Most of the seed will be sown, 
either broadcast or in seed spots, or planted 
with a corn planter, directly in the place 
where the trees are to stand. 

Even when nursery stock is raised a lib- 
eral allowance must be made for loss. In 
the first place, a considerable percentage of 
the seeds. will be found to be infertile. Of. 
those which germinate, many will diè before 
they leave the nursery beds, and many more 
will be lost in transplanting. If from a 
pound of Western yellow pine seed that 
contains 10,000 individual seeds, 4,000 
three-year-old transplants are available for 
field planting, the Department of Agricul- 
ture has obtained satisfactory results. 

There are now twenty-four National For- 
est nurseries with an annual productive 
capacity of over eight million seedlings. 
But there are many millions of old burns 
on the National Forests which are waiting 
to be restocked, and some quicker and 
cheaper method than the actual planting of 
nursery-grown trees is urgently needed. 
Therefore the foresters are making experi- 
ments on a large scale with different meth- 
ods of direct sowing and planting, and most 
of the seed gathered last year was obtained 
for this use. 

Broadcasting has already been found to 
give good results in some regions. It was 
first tried in the Black Hills of South Da- 
kota, with. an encouraging outcome. . To 
broadcast an acre of land with yellow pine 
seed about eight pounds of seed is used. 
One of the most formidable drawbacks to 
this method is the extent to which the seed 
may be consumed by birds and rodents. 14 
the season happens to be one in which food 
for these animals is scarce, the loss is very 
heavy. The problem of control of animal 


. pests, such as field mice, ground squirrels, . 


and gophers, which eat the tree seeds, and 
also the further problem of preventing the 
depredations of rabbits, which are afto- 
gether too fond of the little trees themselves, 
whether nursery transplants or field-grown 
secdlings, is receiving thc attention of the 
Biological Survey experts of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

In some localities the department has had 
to purchase seed, but most of that used is 
gathered by Forest Service men themselves. 
The cost of gathering has varied for thé 
different regions from thirty-five cents to 
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one'dollar a pound. As a rule the: seed is 


«соПестей іп: the fall months, when most 
conifers ripen their seed. Parties of three 
vor four men ordinarily work: together. 
"Where lumbering is in progress the collec- 
:tors follow the sawyers, and’ take the cones 
directly from the felled trees. In standing 
timber the task is much more arduous. The 
men must often climb. tall pines and pull 
the cones from the branches as best they 
can. Where these are on the extremities 
and beyond the reach of the hand, the prun- 
ing shears are used. The cones are dropped 
to the ground and then gathered into buckets 
and transferred to sacks, in which they аге 
carried to a central point for further treat- 
ment. 


THE STELLAR RAY. 


The extraction of the seeds’ is’ tedious 
rather than difficult. In some cases the 
cones are spread out upon sheets in the sun, 
when, after a time, they open and the seed 
drop out; in other cases it is necessary to 
resort to artificial heat. This is applied by 
placing the cones upon trays with screen 
bottoms and raising the temperature of the 
room to the proper degree. The cones open, 
the winged seeds fall out, and the seed is 


separated finally from wings and dirt by a 
fanning mill. А good many seeds have 
been removed from the cone by hand, but 
this is a sore trial to the fingers of the pick- 
ers and an exceedingly slow process. f
